During the year nine had their eyes attended to, 
five obtained glasses, and one had intensive treatment 
at Mary Hitchcock Clinic at Hanover. 


Four were taken to the Orthopedic Clinic and exam- 
ined by Dr. Ezra Jones. 


Five patients were taken to the Cancer Clinic; two 


were referred to the Elliott Hosital in Manchester for 
radium treatment. 
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Seven children had tonsilectomies done by Dr. Tur- 
ley. 

Twenty-eight patients were taken to the T. B. Clinic. 
A T. B. Skin Test Clinic was held at the High School 
on Sept. 28. Dr. Kerr, assisted by Miss Garland, gave 
the test to 183. Twenty-eight re-acted to the test. 
These had X-rays taken at the Laconia Hospital. Those 
who showed any indication of any previous trouble 
were examined at the T. B. Clinic in November. No 
active trouble was found. The Meredith Rotary Club 
very kindly paid for the X-ray pictures of those who 
were unable to have it done. 

The baby and pre-school clinic was held at Grange 
Hall June 28th. It was sponsored by the Division of 
Maternity, Infancy and Child Hygiene Association, as- 
sisted by the local organization. Dr. Turley and Dr. 
Reische examined 69 babies and pre-school children 
were weighed, measured and given a complete physical 
examination. Inoculations for diphtheria immunization 
were given to five children. Number of defects found, 
100; defects corrected, 18. 


The Dental Clinics were held during the spring 
months on Tuesday of each week. Grades 3, 4 and 6 
- had their dental work done and obtained their certifi- 
cates from Dr. Pottle. The Salvation Army assisted 
those children who were unable to take care of the 
financial part. Dr. Deneault has examined the children’s 
teeth in the lst and 2nd grades. 


Cod Liver Oil was given children of the first four 
grades during the winter months. 


I wish to thank all of the various organizations in 
Meredith and also the individuals who have contribut- 
ed so generously during the past year, such as the 
Salvation Army, Red Cross, Ladies’ Aid, Unity Club, 
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Legion Auxiliary, Woman’s Progress Club, W. C. T. U., 
and the organizations in the three local churches, and 
through the Sewing Project I have been able to distri- 
bute a great many garments to the needy.

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MEREDITH PUBLIC LIBRARY 
REPORT OF LIBRARIAN 


The last two years have been marked by changes in 
our Board of Trustees, as we have lost two valued 
members in the persons of F. H. Smith and H. W. Gil- 
christ. Mr. Smith had been connected with the library 
for fifty years and while Mr. Gilchrist’s term of ser- 
vice had not been long it had been most helpful. We 
were fortunate as a library and a town to have these 
vacant places filled by Mr. Ripley Ropes and Mr. C. C. 
Smith, two men who are showing much interest in 
everything pertaining to the welfare of the library. 

Weather strips were placed in the library last fall 
making the place much more comfortable and some 
minor repairs were made to the building made neces- 
sary by the hurricane. 

It was the expressed wish of Mr. Chas. Hewitt who 
died in 1937 that his books should be given to the lib- 
rary and this was carried out by Mrs. Hewitt who 
added to the gift two fine bookcases. This collection, 
numbering over two hundred books, is mostly scientific. 
Some were discarded as being out of date, thirty-four 
duplicates were given to the High School and sixty five 
have been catalogued thus far. Other friends have re- 
membered us with books, among them Mrs. Edith Rob- 
inson, Mrs. Mary H. Willey of Center Harbor, Mr. 
Ropes, Donald Merrill and Mr. H. H. Powers who gave 
twelve books. 

Magazines have been contributed by Mr. Ropes who 
subscribed for Fortune, Mrs. Eva Blake, Mrs. M. A. 
Ward, Miss Alice Leavitt, Mrs. Ropes, Rev. J. A. Haines, 
Mr. L. G. Pynn, American Legion and Auxiliary, Ro- 
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tary, Meredith News, Meredith Bank, Electric Light 
Co., and High School. The Bank also gave a large sup- 
ply of bookmarks which are much appreciated. 

The library now contains 10,000 volumes not includ- 
ing reports. 

Two hundred and sixty four books have been added 
the past year, one hundred and eighty by purchase 
and eighty four by gift. Circulation for the year was 
19,0838. 

It has now been fifty seven years since our library 
was started with 800 second hand books. It was a 
struggle at first to keep going, but the workers of those 
early days were rewarded when B. M. Smith gave the 
town its building now in use. Since its dedication in 
1901 there has been much progress in the library de- 
partment, but naturally after thirty eight years there 
are many necessary repairs that should be made on the 
building. As for books we never have enough and they 
are needed now as never before if we are to understand 
the problems that confront the world today. Up to date 
books on current affairs are a necessity which we 
should try to meet if we are to take our part in ade- 
quate library service.

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REPORT OF HEADMASTER 


February 15, 1939 


To the Superintendent of Schools, the Board of 
Education, and the Citizens of Meredith: 


The first thought that comes to me as I write this 
report concerns the excellent spirit of cooperation that 
has been extended by teachers, pupils, the superintend- 
ent, the members of the Board of Education, parents 
and citizens. This fine attitude is very heartening to 
one coming into a new and strange position. My appre- 
ciation of this can be expressed, at best, inadequately. 

For such report as is here made of.the previous year, 
credit goes to those members of the staff in service 
here previous to the present year, and opportunity is 
taken to thank them for their assistance on this, and 
many other occasions. 


Curriculum Changes 


In order more adequately to meet the needs of 
pupils having a wide range of abilities and interests 
some changes in the curriculum were made 
this year. Freshman algebra was replaced by general 
mathematics. The greater part of the time during the 
first half-year is devoted to elementary algebra proces- 
ses that are known to be of practical, everyday use. 
During the second half of the year the class is divided 
into two groups. The college preparatory pupils and 
others who may so elect, continue with algrebra. The 
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rest of the class study problems in percentage, mensura- 
tion, statistics and their use, simple geometric figures, 
indirect measuring, and the use of formulas. 

Plane geometry has been advanced from the sopho- 
more to the junior year and with solid geometry will 
alternate in the junior and senior years with advanced 
algebra and trigonometry. This is felt to provide very 
thorough preparation for the college preparatory pupil 
and practical training for the non-college preparatory 
pupil. 

After a lapse of three years, a class in physics was 
organized with twenty-three members from both the 
junior and senior classes. Chemistry will be given in 
alternate years. Biology remains as the science offering 
in the sophomore year. 

In accordance with the recommendation of the 
Social Science Committee of the Council of Education 
History of Civilization was advanced to the sophomore 
year and civics introduced in the freshman year. Socio- 
logy and economics are to be offered to the juniors and 
seniors in alternate years. Thus the offering in the field 
of social sciences amounts to five subjects. United 
States Constitutional History is required of all seniors. 


Class Periods Lengthened 


Class periods were increased in length to 50 minutes. 
This makes it possible to meet the time requirement 
of 200 minutes each week with classes meeting four 
days per week. Five periods of classes were continued 
in those subjects offered to freshmen. This made an in- 
crease in the time allotted to the sciences and the vo- 
cational subjects where the work is largely of a labora- 
tory nature. The principal reason for making this 
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change, however, was to provide a more flexible sched- 
ule. This makes it possible to fit the program better to 
the needs of individual pupils.

Home Economics 


Our aim in the home economic curriculum is to equip 
our students with the fundamental knowledge so that 
they may become wise and economical homemakers. 

There are 31 girls enrolled in the curriculum. The 
two courses offered this year are: The Home, Its Care 
and Management for grades 11 and 12 and Clothing 
and Textiles for grades 9 and 10. The former offers a 
study of the modern housewife’s problems as well as 
a history of the home and the underlying principles of 
interior decoration. The latter offers a course in cloth- 
ing construction and a study of textiles from the con- 
sumer’s point of view. Both courses stress the need of 
well-poised, cooperative and efficient home economists. 

In order that the theory acquired may be of practi- 
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cal value, projects are carried on in the home which 
apply the knowledge learned. 

All the pupils in grades 7 and 8 are required to take 
home economics. Their work includes a study of pro- 
blems in the home which they meet as helpers in the 
household. 

Some of the activities of the department have been: 
A campaign for healthy, well-groomed and well-man- 
nered high school students; the presentation of a suc- 
cessful tea dance; the preparation of the Lang Street 
and High School hot lunches; the preparation and serv- 
ing of a dinner to the Superintendent and faculties of 
the high schools of Ashland, Sandwich, and Meredith; 
the construction of the cheer leader costumes; and the 
presentation of a one-act play on social manners. 





Manual Arts Department 


The enrollment in this department is as follows:

This makes a total of 72 boys in both the senior and 
junior high schools that are served by this depart- 
ment. A few new books have been purchased which 
are of great assistance in the different subjects offered. 
No new machinery has been installed but several safe- 
ty devices have been added to those previously in use. 

Several projects have included the planning and 
building of a small cabin, the construction of an ice 
house, the building and erection of the skating rink, 
the repairing and remodeling of tne nursery school, 
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and the addition of a bell to the outside of the school 
building.

As last year, enrollment in the above groups is 
elective. Credit toward graduation is given for mem- 
bership in the orchestra. 

Although the beginning instrumental classes are or- 
ganized primarily for pupils below the eighth grade, 
high school pupils are also accepted. 

The glee club functions in three ways: As a girls 
chorus, as a boys chorus, and as a mixed chorus. The 
emphasis in these groups is on part reading, intended 
to foster an appreciation of all types of music. 

The second annual concert by the Pemigewasset Val- 
ley Festival Orchestra, made up of members of the 
school orchestras of Ashland, Bristol, Holderness, Ply- 
mouth, New Hampton, and Meredith, was held last 
April 21 at the New Hampton School Gymnasium. The 
third concert will take place on March 24, 1939. 

The Meredith High School orchestra appeared in 
Nashua last May at the annual state music festival. 
Every member did his best and the group rated well 
by contest judges. This year’s festival in Concord will 
take place on May 18. 
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Assemblies 


About one assembly each month is held in the Town 
Hall. A special program is arranged for each. The 
National Honor Society has sponsored several, one of 
which was held in observance of National Education 
Week; one in connection with the Anti-tuberculosis 
League; and one which was a musical program includ- 
ing a Theremin Concert. 

On Memorial Day the school was invited by the 
American Legion to assist in the observance by joining 
the parade and taking part in the exercises in honor of 
the Unknown Soldier. A half-hour program consisting 
of the presentation of a Peace Play was supervised by 
Mrs. Humiston and the Lang Street School. Dr. A. F. 
Pottle led the community singing. 

Armistice Day and National Education Week pro- 
grams are held in conjunction. This year the program 
was in charge of Mr. Toll, Mr. Nordman, Mrs. Pynn, 
and Miss Perkins who supervised the presentation of 
short skits by the pupils. 





Alumni Association 


At the business meeting last June the following of- 
ficers were elected: President, Ada Batchelder; vice 
president, Leander Pynn; secretary, Irene McNeil;

Sarah J. Roberts Library 


The work of the Sarah J. Roberts Library, which 
was made possible a few years ago through a bequest 
of Mrs. Roberts, has been carried on, as usual, by a 
staff of student librarians, under the advisorship of a 
member of the faculty. During the past year books do- 
nated by Mrs. Lillian Wadleigh and former headmaster, 
W.4J. Nelson, have been much appreciated. Several new 
books have also been added as it was voted to spend 
$50.00 from the library fund for the purpose.

Last fall Meredith again easily won the Track Meet 
of the Pemigewasset League by placing first in every 
event. The outstanding individual performer was Fred 
Silcox, who won the 220 yard dash, the broad jump, 
and ran on the winning relay team. Coach Toll plans 
to organize a track team this spring in order to enter 
the interscholastic meet at Durham. 

The boys’ basketball team compiled the envious re- 
cord of 14 wins and only 4 losses. They finished second 
in the Pemigewasset League which is the highest berth 
the boys have attained since the league was inaugurat- 
ed. 

The girls team didn’t fare as well as last year when 
they won the league championship. With practically a 
green team at the start of the season it was predicted 
that the squad would not win many games. They finish- 
ed the season with six wins, nine losses and one tie 
game. Prospects for next year are good as most of the 
team will be back. 

“The Meredith Gym is without doubt the cleanest 
and most sanitary in the Pemigewasset Valley.” That 
is the compliment visiting players and coaches pay us. 
Besides the usual special treatment we give the floor 
to lessen the chances of blood poisoning and infections, 
shower curtains, paper towels, and disinfectant keep 
the shower rooms from becoming breeding places of 
diseases. The floors are always thoroughly swept and 
washed by the basketball managers. 





Recommendations 


Enlargement of one of the home rooms is urgent. 
The present senior class of 30 occupies a room adequate 
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for not more than 16 pupils. This enlargement could be 
accomplished by removing the partition between Room 
C and the library. A survey of the grades below the 
twelfth indicate that there will be no class of less than 
26 in the next five years. At present the headmaster 
has no office. A small office could be made at small ex- 
pense by partitioning off the rear end of the upper hall. 

The present desk equipment in the laboratory pro- 
vides working space for 16 pupils. The addition of one 
more desk would provide for a total of 24 pupils. 

The installation of a hot water tank, water to be 
heated by the boiler of the heating system, to provide 
hot water for the home economics room and the wash 
rooms would be of tremendous advantage.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


School Buildings and Grounds 


Major items of building improvements completed 
during the past summer include a new roof on the high 
school, bonded for twenty years, and a rearrangement 
of piping and increased radiation for the heating plant 
at the Lang Street School. 

A job of plastering repair, and refinishing all class- 
rooms at the high school, seems to be the next import- 
ant project for us to undertake. A leaky roof condition 
for several years has caused some plaster to fall and 
many spots to become cracked and discolored. 

Two of our one-room buildings, the Dolloff and the 
Robinson Hill Schools, do not measure up to. modern 
standards of lighting, heating, and sanitation. To pro- 
vide these buildings with ventilating heaters, sanitary 
toilets, and proper arrangement of window space, would 
cost about $900 for each building. If we are to continue 
to use these schools, I believe they should be put into 
suitable condition, and that a beginning of this renova- 
tion should be undertaken without further delay. 


Changes in Teaching Staff 


In our high school, Headmaster W. J. Nelson left in 
June to accept a position in Littleton, and has been re- 
placed by Everett Brasier, who has been for several 
years headmaster at Colebrook. Other new teachers in 
the high school include Alta Perkins, who replaced 
Ruth White in the home economics department, and 
Paul Nordman, who took Frank Tisdale’s place as 
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teacher of mechanic arts. There were no changes in 
teachers of elementary grades. 


Safety Education 


Accidents on the highways with so much automobile 
traffic, have called our attention to the dangers which 
children encounter on their way to school. Statistics 
have proved that home is also a dangerous place, as 
many accidents occur there. A program of studies for 
safety education has been planned for the State of New 
Hampshire, and recently issued in the form of a bulle- 
tin. This helps the teachers to plan lessons for the bene- 
fit of school children, and to develop habits of caution 
and carefulness at all times. It is a very valuable ad- 
dition to our curriculum. 


Visual Education 


Two recent inventions—the moving picture and the 
radio—are proving to be valuable in the work of educa- 
tion. The use of radio in the public schools is still in the 
experimental stage, except for work in music apprecia- 
tion through listening to symphonic orchestra music. 
The moving picture, however, has definitely passed the 
stage of initial experimentation, and is rapidly being 
accepted by schools as a practical educational device. 
What we see is doubtless remembered much better than 
what we hear or read. Films depicting historical events, 
scientific discoveries, and industrial processes; pictures 
showing in a few minutes the season’s growth of a 
plant, from seed to blossom; illustrations of the cus- 
toms and life of people in other parts of the world; 
these and many others are available at reasonable 
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rental cost. A motion picture projector ought to be a 
good educational investment for Meredith. 


Centralization of Schools 


There is a gradual but definite tendency in New 
Hampshire to replace one-room rural schools by a 
system of transportation of pupils to a central or vil- 
lage school. Although towns are naturally reluctant to 
adopt such a plan, experience practically everywhere 
has shown that once centralized schools are in operation 
people do not vote to go back to the one-room school 
systems. 

Inasmuch as there is need of a substantial expendi- 
ture to provide our rural buildings with up to date 
equipment, I believe the possibility of partial centrali- 
zation should be seriously considered. Perhaps it would 
be well for a special committee to be appointed to study 
this problem. Such a committee could determine the 
approximate financial saving to the district, if any, 
that would result from consolidation, and could bring 
their recommendations before the 1940 district meet- 
ing for consideration by the voters. } 


High Spots From Here and There 


A 4-H Club has been organized at the Robinson Hill 
School, under the teacher’s direction. At the Lang 
Street School, the project of hot lunches during cold 
weather is being continued, and the generosity of var- 
ious people and organizations who have helped to carry 
this on is gratefully acknowledged. Among the other 
worth while projects being carried on at this school 
are the school paper, issued monthly, and sold at two 
cents a copy; the “Safety Club,” organized to create 
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public opinion among the pupils in behalf of accident 
prevention; and the school library. In connection with 
the library project, it may be appropriate to suggest 
that contributions of books and magazines, suitable 
for children up to twelve years of age, would be wel- 
comed.
